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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 3-8, the examiner found no reference in the prior 
art that disclosed or made obvious an X-ray apparatus comprising a selection system, to select a 
central group of read-out elements so as to supply pixel-signals from the central group of read- 
out elements to the output circuit, wherein the selection system includes an X-ray shielding 
member that shields the peripheral region of a photoconductor from incident X-radiation and 
including all limitations as recited in independent claim 1.
